1. Claims 54-58, , 61-63, 65-67, 69-71 and 73-75 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Canadian Patent 709347 in view of Chou et al . or Oguchi et al . 
and Japanese Patents 01/112254 and 62/100771. Applicant's 
arguments have been carefully considered but are deemed not 
persuasive in view of the following new references. The Canadian 
patent teaches a means of producing a metallic developer having 
fine flakes or particles of metal used in an electrophotographic 
developer in which the metal is coated with a resin particle. 
The secondary references further teach metallic toners such as 
Chou et al. (note column 1 lines 35-40 and column 2 line 65 - 
column 3) as showing the size of the metal particles. Oguchi et 
al. also teaches coated metal as a toner and the Japanese 
references refer to metallic toners having a flaky inorganic 
crystal on which a resin is utilized as a toner for developing 
latent electrostatic images. It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicant's invention 
with a reasonable expectation of success to utilize various 
metals and resins in the combination in which a metallic particle 
is coated with a resin and utilize such particles in an 
electrophotographic developer for developing latent electrostatic 
images . 
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
